DRAFT U.S. Declaration 

In letter of President Kennedy on October 27 and of Premier 
Khrushchev and President Kennedy on October 28, 1962, firm under- 
takings were mad© regarding the settlement of the Cuban crisis* 

These undertakings ware stated in President Kennedy's letter 
of October 27* acd quoted in the Acting Secretary General's lett®s 
of October 28 ^ along the following Ifcss: 

{1} The U3SB would agree to ressor© from Cuba a under appropriate 
United Haticns observation scad supervision* all nsapcns systoss 
capable of offensive us© and would undertake ^ with suitable 
saf a guards, to halt the further introduction of such yeapona 
systems into Cuba* ' 

(2) The United States srould agre# «— upon the establishment of 
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adequate arrangements through the United Haticas to ensure the 
carrying out and continuation of these canal tenants — (a) to 
remove promptly the quarantine nssasures now "in effect f and (b) to 
give assurances against an invasion of Cuba/ The President also 
expressed his confidence that other nations of the Western Hemisphere - 
would be prepared to do likewise, 

The TJaited States notes the statement sad© by the Soviet tfoion 
that all aediun and intermediate range aissiles* all nuclear weapons 
itnd components hare been reaoved froa Cuba, that all IJ>28 bcaaber 
aircraft will be removed by December 20th # sad that all sites for 
sediuTB range and intermediate range nissiles have bees dismantled. 
It notes also that ths USSR has stated its intention to withdraw all 
military units and personnel placed there for the servicing or 
guarding of these capons systeas. The tSaited States notes farther 
the statements of the USSR that no capons capabl© of offensive 
uss will be introduced into Cuba is the future. Ve we loose these 
statements and assurances 

The undertakings in th& President's letter of October 2?$ that 
the United Hatiens weald be enabled to verify the resaoval of saissiles 
and bombers and th© d© struct! cs of sitss* and that United Batiks 
safeguards would bo agreed upon to ensure against further introduction 
into Cuba of weapons systess capable of offensive use* have not 
besn fulfilled.

Cuba, and provided Cuba does not take action to threaten th® peace 
and security of the Western Heaisphsre, it does not intessd, as th® 
President aade clear at his press confe?enoe on Hoveaber 20, to
